Comparisons Made in Records | 
For Various Periods; 
Present Total 18.74

The average yearly rainfall dur-

During the 38 years, from 1891 
when the record was started by 
the late A. P. Harwood, to 1929, 
the last complete season, the low- 
est total rainfall was 8.15 inches 
in 1898-99, and the highest total 
was 40.36 inches in the memordble 
lyear of 1915-16, 
For the past 10 years the sea- 
/son’s totals have been: 1919-20, 


1921-22, 31.42 inches; 1922-23, 
18.84 inches; 1923-24, 15.50 inches; 
1924-25, 16.36 inches; 


1927-28, 15.22 inches, and 1928-29, 
15.21 inches.

BALLOTS ARE CANVASSED 


| Plan May Be Made Whereby 
Work on Building Can 
Be Startted Soon 


Levying of a building tax of 
50 cents on each $100 of valua- 
{tion by the Chaffey board of ed- 
jucation this morning will result 
jin the construction of the $250,- 
000 junior college building con- 
templated in the Chaffey bond 
elections. 

Called to canvass the votes in 

| the election last Friday, the Chaf- 
|fey board decided to proceed with 
the junior college building pro- 
gram and get money for the 
construction out of a direct tax, 
which will be paid by the prop- 
lerty owners over a period of two 
or three years. 
First money for the project will 
|e available in January, accord- 
ing to J. C. Jones, president of 
the board. In the meantime 
contracts will be let for the con- 
struction and work will go ahead 
as rapidly as possible. 

There is some belief that it 
may be possible for the actual 
work to be started before Janu- 
ary, although this plan has not 
heen given .study, officials said.
